ONE BURNED AT 
SHETTER F IR E 


Two lightning bolts rip­ 
ped through dark, cloud-in­ 
fested stormy skies in the 
northern 
end 
of 
Adams 
county Thursday evening 
struck and set tire to two 
farm barns causing dam­ 
age estimated at between 
$5,000 and $7,000, during 
two storm s that followed 
each other in quick succes­ 
sion. 
Tile first storm broke in the vi­ 
cinity of Idaville, about six o’clock 
Thursday evening. 
The rain and 
electrical storm had reached Its 
peak when 
a 
bolt of lightning 
struck the large farm bam of Alec 
Group, onc-haJf mile northeast of 
Idaville. 
Immediately the huge structure, 
35x74 feet, was a mass of flames. 
The York Springs, Aspers and Ben­ 
dersville community fire companies 
were summoned but when they ar­ 
rived at the scene of the confla­ 
gration the flames had gained such 
headway that the flre-fighters were 
powerless to save the structure. 
Bam Is Destroyed 
Within three hours and a half the 
huge structure and 
Its contents, 
with the exception of 20 head of 
livestock, had been consumed. 
The bam was burned 
to 
the 
ground and with it eight acres of 
recently harvested fine wheat, four 
acres of oats, three tons of straw, 
6,000 red-cedar shingles, recently 
mrchoMd. which Mr. Group in­ 
tended to use to reroof the struc­ 
ture; three large wagons, two sets 
of ladders, one spring wagon and 
a 
hay fork 
There were other 
smaller pieces of farm equipment 
consumed in the flames. 
The flames spread to the nearby 
hog-pen and chicken coop, despite 
the efforts of firemen to prevent the 
spread of the flames. 
These two 
small structures were razed and a 
few chickens burned. 
Mr. Oroup estimates his loss at 
between 
65.000 
and $6,000, 
par­ 
tially covered by insurance. 
Family Unaware of Fire 
While tlve firemen were battling 
the <'onflagrat.ton at the Oroup farm 
another 
lightning 
bolt struck 
a 
small bam on the farm of Emory 
Shetter, near Aspers. 
The Shatter family was sitting on 
the back porch of their farm home 
and heard the crash as the bolt rip­ 
ped into the> bam. The abetters did 
not know that their barn had been 
struck until about ten minutes later 
when one corner of the structure 
burst into flames 
Four tons of hay. a chicken coop 
and some tools were burned. 
Neighbors aided in saving a flock 
of chickens. 
Bruce Shetter, 26-year-old son of 
the owner, rushed Into the burning 
bam and drove the family automo­ 
bile to safety. 
Mr Shetter estimates Ids loss at 
between 1500 and $1000. 
Charles Hykes, a neighbor of the 
Shelters, who had helped to fight 
the fire on Groups farm about five 
miles from the Shelters, was burned 
while aiding in extinguishing a fire 
which started in the pig pen of the 
Shetter farm 
He was treated by a 
physician for bums of the forearms.

McConaghle, superintendent of the i 
Gettysburg national park, announc- j 
ed today. 
Mr. McConaghle said that the two 
men. Ross Sheely, a teacher in the 
Treverton high school, and who re­ 
sides 
here 
during 
the 
summer 
months, 
and 
Frederick 
Tilberg, 
brother of Dr. W. E. Tilberg, dean 
at Gettysburg college, have been on 
duty about a week. 
Qualifications for the positions in­ 
clude a university or college degree; 
a major In history, and practical 
experience or graduate work in his­ 
tory 
Both men qualified. 
Tile two ranger historians, or 
enumerators, are assigned to the 
battlefield to contact park visitors. 
It bs their duty to ascertain how 
many visitors reach the field each 
day; the hours of the day they tour 
the field; the most popular spot on 
the field; the number of cars; states 
represented, and various other data 
to determine how the public feels 
about Gettysburg’s historic shrine. 
The local park office daily re­ 
ceives 
reports 
from 
battlefield 
guides but these reports are not 
complete; that is, they do not cover 
the entire number of people who 
visit the battlefield each day, it was 
explained. 
The 
enumerators 
also are In­ 
structed to ascertain the effect of 
the military park and its attractions 
upon visitors. 
The information being gathered 
by the ranger historians will enable 
park officials to determine how the 
visitors like the field and what, if 
anything, should be done to attract 
more visitors and improve the field, 
Mr. Sheely will continue on duty 
until September 3 when he will 
leave to assume his teaching duties 
in Treverton. 
Mr. Tilberg will re­ 
main on duty. 
It is not known 
whether another enumerator will be 
named to take Mr. Sheely’s place.
